THE DEATH OF MR. CLARE, 
FROM THB NOVEL OF CALEB WILLIAMS. 


T was not longafter that a malignant contagious 
jL diftemper broke out in the neighborhood 
which proved fatal to many of the inhabitants, and | 


was Of unexampled rapidity in its effects. One, { 


of the firit perfons that was feized with it was Mr. 
Clare. lt may be believed that this incident 
foread more grief and alarm thro the vicinity. 
Mr. Clare was confidered by them as fomething 
more than a mortal. The equanimity of his be- 
havicr, his enaffuming carnage, his exuberant 
benevolence and goodnefs of heart, joined with 
his talents, his inoffenfive wit, and the compre- 
henfivenefs of his intelligence, made him the 
idol of all who knew him. In the fcene of his 
rural retreat, at leaft, he had notanenemy. All 
mourned the danger that now threatened him. 
Ife appeared to have the profpect of long life, 
ard of going down to his grave full of years and 
hanor. Perhaps thefe appearances were deceit- 
ful. Perhaps the intellectual efforts he had ex- 
erted, which were occafionally more fudden, vio- 
lent, and unintermitted, than a frit regard to 
health would have diétated, had laid the feeds of 
future difeafe. Buta fanguine obferver would 
infalliably have predi&ed, that his good fenfe, 

refence of mind, and unaltered cheerfalnefs, 
would he able even te keep death at bay for a time, 
and baffle the attacks of diftemper, provided this 
univerfal foe did not take him by furprife. The 
general atfiGtion, therefore, was doubly pungent 
upon the prefent occafion. 

But no one was fo much affeéted as Mr. Falk- 
land, Perhaps no man living fo well underitood 
the value of the life that was now at flake. He 
immediately hattened to the fpot; bat he found 
fome difficulty in gaining admiffion. Mr. Clare, 
aware of the infectious nature of that difeafe, 
had given directions, that as few people as pof- 
fible f.ould approach him. Mr, Falkland fent 
up his name. He was told that he was included 
in the general orders. He was not however, of 
a temper to be eafily repulfed; he perfifted with 
obftinacy, and at length carried his pgint, being 
only reminded in the firft inftance to émploy thofe 
precantions whick experience has approved as moft 
effe@ual for counterating infection. 

fe found Mr. Clare in bis bed-chamber, but 
fotin bed. THe was fitting in his night-gown 
ata bureau near the window. His appearance 
was compofed and cheerful, but death was in his 
countenance. [ had a great inclination, Mr. 
Falkland, faid he, not ta have fuffered you to 
come in; and yet there is not a perfon in the 
world that could give me more pleafure to fee. 
But upon fecond thots I believe there are few peo- 
ple that could run intoa danger of this kind with 
a better profpect of efcaping, In your’cafe, at 
leat, the garrifon wil! not be taken thro the trea- 
chery of the commander. I cannot tell how it is 
that I, who can preach wifdom to you, have my- 
felf been caught. ‘Burdo not be difcouraged by 
my example. I had mp notice of my danger, or 
J would have acquitted myfelf better. Thefe 
flrange feeds of diftemper feem to float in the air, 
and to Fallen upon tha frame without its being

poflible for us to tell what was the method of their 
approach. 
Mr. Falktand having once eftablifhed himfelf 


in the apartment of his friend, would upon no 
» | terms confent to retire. 


Mr. Clare conlidered 
that there was perhaps lefs danger in this choice 
than in a frequent change from the extremes of a 
pure toa tainted air, and defifted from his expof- 
tulation. Falkland, faid he, when you came in, 
1 had jaf finithed making my will. I was nor 
pleafed with what I had formerly drawa up upon 
that fubje&, and I did not choofe, in pretent fi- 
tuation. to call in an attorney. In fa it would 
be ftrange if a man of fenle, with pure and di- 
ret intentions, fhouid not be able to perform 
fuch a funétion for himfelf. 

Mr. Clare continued to att in the fame eafy 
and difengaged manner as im perfec) health. ‘l’o 
judge from the cheerfulnefs of his tone, and the 
firmnefs of his manner, the thot would never once 
have occurred to you that he was dying. He 
walked, he reafoned, he jefted, in a way that 
argued the moft perfect felf-poflefion. But his 
appearance changed perceptibly for the worle e- 
very quarter of an hour. Mr. Falkland kept his 
eye perpetually fixed upon him with mingled fen- 
timents of anxiety and admiration. 


Falkland, faid he, after having appeared for 
a fhort period abforbed in thot- i feel that I am 
dying. This is a ftrange diftemper of mine. 
Yeiterday I feemed in perfect health, and to-mor- 
row I fhall be an infenfible corpfe. How curious 
is the line that feparates life and death to mortal 
men! To be at one moment active, gay, and pe- 
netrating, with immenfe flores of Knowledge at 
one’s command, capable of delighting, initruct- 
ing, and animating mankind, and the next, life- 
lef and loathfome, an incumbrance upon the face 
of the earth. Suchis the hiltory of many men, 
and fuch will be mine. 

I feel as if 1 had yet much to doin the world ; 
but it will aot be. I muft becontented with what 
is paft. Itis ia vainthat L mufter all my fpirits 
tomy heart. The enemy is too mighty and 
too mercilefs for me; he will not give me time fo 
muchas to breathe. Thefe things are not yet in 
our power. They are parts of agreat feries that 
is perpetually flowing. The general welfare, 
the great bafinefs of the wniverie, will go on, 
tho | bear no farther thare in promoting it. That 
taik is referved for younger ftrengths; for you, 
Falkland, and fuch as you. We fhould be 
contemptible, indeed, if the profpeét of human 
improvement did not yield us a pure and perfed 
delight, independently of the queftion of our ex- 
iting to partake of it. Mankind would have lit- 
tleyenvy to future ages, if they had all enjoyed 
a ferefiity as perfect as mine. 


Mr. Clare fat up thro the whole day, indulg- 
ing himfelf in eafy and cheerful exertions, which 
were perhaps better calculated to refrefh and in- 
vigorate the frame, than if he had fought repote 
in its direét form. Now and then he was vilited 
with a fudden pang; but it was no fooner felt, 
than he feemed to rife above it, and {miled at the 
impotence of the attack. Three or four times 
he was bedewed with profufe {weats, and thele 





again were fuceecded by anextreme.dryacis and 
burning heat of the fin. He was next covered 
with {mall lived {pots. Symptoms..of fhivering 
followed, but theie he dreve away witha Gerer> 
mined refolation. He then beeame trafiquil and 
compofed, and after fome time deternined to of 
to bed, it being already night. Falkland fad 
he, prefling his hand; the tak of dying is"'not 
fo difficult as fome people imagine. When one 
looks back from the brink of it, one Wonders 
that fo total a fubverfion can take plage at fe ealy. 
a rate. 

He had now beén fome time in bed, and,i as 
every Ung was fill, Mr. Falkland hoped that 
he fept. But in that he was miftaken. — Prefent- 
ly Mr. Clare threw back the cortain, and looked 
in the countenance of his friend: I ¢annot fleep,’ 
faid he. No, if I could fleep, it would be the 
fame thing as to recover; and I am fated to have 
the wortt in this battle. 

Falkland, I have been thinking about you. . I 
do not know any one whofe future ufefulnets & 
some with greater hope. Take care of 
yourfelf. Do not let ube world be defrauded of 
the benefit of yonrvirtaes, 1 am well acquaint- 
ed with your weaknefs #3 well as your ftrength. 
You have an impetuofity and an impatience of 
imagined difhonor, that if once fet wrong, may 
make you as eminently mifchievous, as you will 
otherwife be ufeful. Wovld toGod you would 
think ferioufly of exterminating this error! 


But if I cannot, inthe brief expoftulation my 
prefent fituation will allow, work this defirable 
change in you, there is at leaft one thing I can do. 
I can put you upon your guard againft a mifchief 
I foreiee to be eminent. Beware of Mr. Tyrrel. 
Do not commit the miftake of defpifing him as 
an equal opporent. Petty caufes may produce 
great mifchiefs. Mr. ‘lyrrel is boifterons, rig- 
ged, and unfeeling; and you are too paffionate, 
too accutely fenfible of injury. It would be tru- 
ly to be lamented, if a man foinferior, fo utter- 
ly unworthy to be compared with you, fhould be 
capable of changing your whole hiflory into mi-, 
fery and guilt. Think of this. J exaé ne pros 
mile from you. I would net fhackle you with 
the fetters of fuperitition; I would have you be’ 
governed by reaion and juftice. 

Mr. Falkland was deeply affeéted with this ex- 
poftulation. His (enfe of the generous attention 
of Mr. Clare at fuch a moment as this, was {6 
great as almoft to deprive him of utterance. He 
{poke in fhort fentences, and with vifible effort, 
1 will behave better, replied he. Never fear me! 
Your kind admonitions thall not be thrown away 
upon me. 

Mr. Clare adverted to another fabjet. Ihave 
made you my executor: You will not refufe me 
this lat office of friendhhip. It is buta thort 
time that I have had the happinefs of knowing 
you; but in that fhort time f have examined you 
welland feen youthoroughly. Donotdifappoint 
the fanguine hope I have entertained!

Mr. Clare, having dius anborden d his mind, fpoke no 
more for feveral hours. Lowards mearning Mr. Falk- 
lend quietly. withdrew the curtain, aad looked at the dy- 
iag man. His eyes were open, and were now gently 
turned towards his young friend. His countenance was 
fank, and of a death-like appearance 1 hope you are 
beiter, faid Falkland in a half-whifper, as if afraid of dif 
turbing him Mr. Clare drew his hand from the bed. 
clothes, and ftretched it forward ; Mr. Fa'kland advanced, 
and took bold of it. Much better, faid Mr. Clare, ina 
voice inward, and hardly articulate ; the ftruggle is now 
ever; I have finithed my part; farewel!; remember! 
Thefe were his lah words. He lived fill a few hours ; 
his lips were founctime {cen to move ; he expired without 
a grozn. 

Mr. Falkland had witneffed the fcene with much anxie- 
ty. His hopes of a favorable crifis, and his fear of dif- 
turbing the laft moments of his friend, had held him dumb. 
Bor the Jaf half hour he had ftond up with his eyes in- 
tently fixed upon Mr. Clare. He witneffed the lait gafp, 
the laft little convulfive motion of the frame. He conti- 
fved- td look; he feemed fornetimes to imagine that he 
few life renewed. At length he could deceive himfelf no 
longer, and exclaimed, with a diftrafted accent, Ann 1s 
tus att? He would have thrown himfe!f upon the bo- 
dy. of his friend ; the attendants with-held, and would 
have forced him into e,other apartment. But he ftruggled 
from them, and hung fondly over the bed, Is this the 
end of genius, virtue, and excellence ; Is the luminary 
of the world thus for ever gone! Oh, yelterday! yefter- 
day! ‘Clare, why could not Ihave died in your ftead ? 
Dreadful moment ! Irreparable lofs! Loft in the very ma- 
tarityand vigor of his mind! Cut off from a ulefulnefs 
ten thoufand times greater thamany he had already exhi- 
bited ! Oh, his was a mind»to-have inftructed fages, and 
guided the moral world! This is all we have left of him ! 
The elequence of thofe lips is gone! The beft and wifeft 
of ares gone, and the world is infenfible of its lofs! 

Mr. Tyrrel heard the imetligence of Mr €lare’s death 
with emotion, but a very different kind. He avowed that 
he had not forgiven him his partial attatchment to Falkland, 
aod therefore could net recall his remembrance with 
kindnefs. But, if he could have . overlooked his paft in- 
juftice, fufficien: care was taken to employ means to keep 
alive his refentment. Falkland -forfooth attended him on 
his death-bed, as if no body elfe was worthy to partake of 
his confidential commanications, But what was worft of 
all was this executorfhip. In every thing this prigmatical 
rafcal throws me behind. Contemptible wretch, that has 
‘nothiag of the man about him! Muf he perpetually tram- 
ple on his betters? Is every body incapable of reafon, 
and making a right eftimate of the merits of men ? Caught 
with mere outfide ? Choofing the flimfy before the fub- 
fiantial ? And upon his death-bed too! [Mr. Tyrrel with 
his uncultivated brutality mixed, as ufually happens, cer- 
tein notions of religion}. Sure the fenfe of his fituation 
might have fthamed him, Poor wretch! his foul has a 
great deal to anfwer for, He has made my pillow uneafy ; 
and whatever may be the confequences, it is him we have 
to thank for them. 


The death of Mr. Clare removed the perfon who could 
mot effe@tually have moderated the animofities of the con- 
tending parties, and took away the great operative check 
upon the exceffes of Mr. Tyrrel, This ruitic tyrant had 
been held in involuntary reftraint by the intellectual ai- 
cendenty of his celebrated neighbor; and, notwithftand- 
ing the general ferocity of his temper, did not appear till 
lately to have entertained a hatred againft him. In the 
hort time that had elapfed from the period in which Mr. 
Clare had fixed his refidence in the neighborhood, to that 
of the srrival of Mr, Falkland from the concinent, the con- 
du& of Mr, Tyriel had even thewo tokens of improve- 
ment. Such was the felicity of Mr, Clare’s manners, that, 
even while he correétad, he concilitated, and excited no 
angry emotions in thofe whofe actions were moft curbed 
by the apprehenfion of his difpleafure. The effeéts of his 
fuavity, however, fo far as related to Mr. Tyrrel, had been 
in a certain degree fufpended by confiderations of rival thip 
between’ this gentleman and Mr. Falkland. And, now 
that the influence of Mr. Clare’s prefence and virtues were 
entirely removed, Mr. Tyrrel’s temper broke out into 
more criminal exceffes than at any former period, having 
the additional flimulus of mortified pride and difappointed 
ambition,
